Prers: with this Tayloꝛ he remained, perfoʒmin g 
all uch duties as others that were his fellow pꝛenti⸗ 
ſes yſed to doe vnto, and foz their Paſters, vntill 
the King hauing imploped many thouſands of men 
in his conqueſt of France, and fo2ced to plant and 
man many Garriſons, in Citties, Taſtles, e towns, 
which he had wonne and taken, ſent pet againe into 
England, fo new ſupplie of Souldiers, pꝛeſſing ma⸗ 
ny houſe-holders, t ſeruants to ſupplie his Armies, 
and to mannage his intended conqueſt of France. 
Then was John HawkhooJ, albeit pong, thought 
meet and able to ſerue. Þimſelfe rather willing to 
be ſoimployed,then to ſit all dap on a ſhoppe booꝛd 
making trafſes,ſowing ſtockins, oz faſhioning, oz 


ſhaping of Garments. His ſpirit x Genius leading 


him rather to follow Arms after the ſound of trum⸗ 
pet and dzumme, then be at the hand, at the call of 
his maſter oz miſtres. To France he went, as alſo 
many other pꝛentiſes ot his acquaintance and fami- 
liars, He ſerued an Archer, with his bowe «+ ſhafts, 
in no better place then a common Sentinell, oz of 
the ſtill watch, as it then was termed, and in ſhozt 
ſpace,(ſuch was his cariage , valour, and courage) 
that he was pꝛomoted to be a commaunder, oꝛ Coz- 
poꝛall, after a Serg. ant, then Ancient, after that 
Liuetenaunt, and laſt of all Captain, and ſerued with 
his componp ot tws hundzed and fifty men, all Ar⸗ 
chers, with ſuch good and happy ſucceſſe, as that he 
was euer moꝛe pꝛeferred to the beſt and moſt dange- 
rous oppoſitions ofthe enemy. The black Pzince 
his generall, hating a wal chkull eie of his behaui- 
our, and his valour, louing him, and eſteeming him 
moꝛe then ordinary,ofcentimes called him to coun⸗ 
cell in weighty affaires, and found him to bee ofan 
excellent charp, and deep iudgement; and okten pze-

much moe woꝛthy, and were become famous fo 


their ceuncell : neither was his eſtimation only f: 


tounteil, but fog execution, he ſurpaſſed in ſpecde + 
fozwardneſie his fellow Captaines. Tho particu- 
lars ok his ſeruices are not recozded, but lie vn⸗ 
knowne, and conered in the names of chief Com- 
mannders and Generalts. Let this ſufice, that foz 


his valiant exploits and hardinefie hee was digniſicod 


with the honour of Knighthood. Albeit hee was 


thought the poozcit Knight in the Army. Pe was 


in pollibilitp of great pꝛeferment, and of great ri⸗ 


thes, if thole wars of France had continued: but the 


French ouerwearied, e dꝛiuen to narrow ſtraights, 
were right glad to conclude a peace, which was con⸗ 


tluded and made in Brittaine, at oz neer Chartires, in 


thee peer of our Lozd 1366. N 
The black Prince with the chiefeſt of his Souldi- 
ers, were after imploped in the warres ol Spaine, 


from ſuch places and pꝛeferments, as with their 
ſ\wozds thep had purchaſed. But Iohn Hawke - 


wood iopning himlelfſe and his company with 

ſuch as were called the new men, 02 late tcommers, 
determined, to ſtek better foztunes, and raiſe his 
_ efface with the ſpoile of his enemies, and ſo with a 

letled rcſolution to paſſe thzongh the Caſt parts ok 
France vnto Italy, to follew the warres there. Mee 
toke his ioznep in deſpight of any powzes that 


could be made ts refit him, thzough Champaigne, 


Burgundy, and Daulphine, and came into Prouince, 
tuen to the very gates of Auignion, where the Pope 
kepes his Court, i reſidence ofCardinalls : Great 
and exteeding rich were the ſpoiles which hee and 
his Followers gat in this iozney: but much moze

Thus entred he into Lumberdy, and was eyter- 


theſe wart he lpent ſome time, to the great honour 


and lame of sur Engliſh Natton. 

At this time Lionell the Duke of Clarence, third 
ſonne to R ing Edward, arriued in Italy, with an ha⸗ 
nourable company, fo marrp the Ladp Violetta, 
daughter to Uicount Galcahus, Duke of Millan, 
which cane bnto Hir John Hawkewood.gccaſſon ta 
take leaue af the Parques, and become a follow er 


of the Duke of Clarence to the marriage: where, 


mort like a Courtier, then a Souldier (trained vp 
as he was) he behanedhimſelfe with ſuch commen⸗ 
dable and heropicke carriage, as that he deſerued 
to bee beloved both of the Dake, and of his Father- 
in lawe Galeaſius : but moſt of all, Barnabe, bꝛother 
of Galeafius, à warlikePzince,admiredhis dertnes, 
and knowing or his valoz aud reſolulion, neuer re- 
fed to intreate the Duke of Clarence, till he had ob⸗ 
tained licence of him that. Sir Iohn Hawkewood 


might with his companies ferne him in his warres 


againtt the Kate of Mantua, which warres be man, 
naged in behalte of Barnaby, in ſuch ſozt, as that he 


in 
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in kundꝛp fghte,and'skirmitſhes onerthzewhisenes 
mies, makinghimſclie, and the Englich men ſo fa. - 
mous and renowned, that all Italy feared them, and 
atcoun ted Barnaby happp in his entertainement, 
who on the other ſide, admired the diſcipline, and 
valiant demeaneur of our Nation: and ſo entirely 
loned and hononred this Giouanno Acutho, - fo2 ſo 
the Italiens called. him, that hee gaue vnto him in 
marriags his daughter Dominiz, which hee had by a 
Lady of high birth and nobility, named, Porra, and 
withher 10000 Floꝛentes of persly reuen ue. Thus 
was his gloꝛzp, honour, and name mozeſp2ead, and 
admired, his riches increaſed, and the moꝛe foz that 
Brraaby was eſteemed and accounted the moſt vas 
llant and the woztheeſt Houldier of his time. 

But fo the great wonder of all men, when the 
tuke of Clarence died at Alba, the Engliſh men re- 
uolted from the kriendſhip of Galeſius, and Barnaby, 
and Sir Iobn Kawkewood with his Army, iopned 
with their enemies. By meanes cf ſuch alteration 
and change ok aff.cions (grounded: vpon what oc⸗ 
caſious J doe not reade) J finds that many townes 
and Citties of Lambardy, were ſpoiled and waſted 
by his powꝛe: ail Italy teared him, and well was 
that Pzince which might giue him entertainement- 
But being yet ont of pap, his oꝛder was to take one 

CTittpoz other, and with the ſpoile-thereof pay his 
Souldicrs, and men of warre: But ifthey would 
{ane themſeluos from ſpoile and ruine he ranſomed 
them, and would fomtimes ſell them to ſuch as were 
enemies to the owners of them. At theſe times he 
toke the Townes of Faenſa, and Bagnacauallo: the 
one hee ſould to the Parques of Eaſt, foꝛ two hun - 
dꝛed thouſand Crownes. That of Bagnacauallo, he 
kept and held as his owne a long time; pet at laſt, 
Aſtrogian Manfredy gat it from him by treaſon, Be⸗ 

W3 ing 
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and allowing better meanes to his Souldiers, and 
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ing wearp ok being out of pay t wages, hee was ſent 


vnto Pope Gregory the twelueth, whole Citties in 


Prouince renolted from him, whereupon hee enters 
tained Sir John Hawkewood , aud made him his 
Goncrall: Foz whom he recouered all thoſe Citties 
c townes, which refuſed his obedience. Foz which 
ſermce hee was beñdes his ozdinarp pay, well re- 


wvarded, and by the Popes appointment, made Go⸗ 


vernour of ue great townes. In theſe warres A 
reade that he by miſchance was once taken pzilo⸗ 
ner, but by the great valour and wozthines of his 
Captaines and Souldiers, recouered from ont the 
handes ofhis enemies, with whom hewas moſt ho- 
nourably vſed aud intreated. Paving ended ths 
warres fo2.the B. of Rome, and vtterlp refuſing ts 
be idle and out of pap, he was ſolicited by many free 
Citties, and ſtates of Italy to ſcrue. Among whom 
the Citty c State of Florence pꝛoſfered him moſt, 
and them he ſerned, with great commendation and 
honour. From thom hee went to the Pyſans, with 
whom. when he had ſerueda ſpace, hee was againt 
ſolicited by the Florentines, Who increafing his pay, 


followers, obtained his god will againe; with whom 
hee ſerued a long time after, with ſuchluccefſe, and 
increaſe of his tommendation, e glozisus renowne, 
that hee was held and eſteemed to bes the onelpy, ab- 
ſolute, and the beſt Souldier that then liued: Foz 
hauing an erceding ſharp.ripe,and quick conceipt, 
hee had learned by long experience in the warres. 
hee had learned to fozce sccaſions, and politiguely 
to frame his reſolutions. Pe was alſo ſpeedy in ex- 
ecution, ans whenſoener occaſion required,h& was 
as hot in fight, as notable in delaies. Mo that ſun- 


dzy great Capta ines who after were maſt highly re⸗ 


nouned , pzoceded from his ſchole , as from an 
exact

exact Paſter of martiall diſcipline» The ors 
ploits whichhe atchiened with good ſuccelle , were 
accounted as ſure grounds and pzintiples of wars 
| like diſcipline , as well amonglt his enemies, as &- 
mongfthisowne followers. Thus waxed he old in 
the warres, and alter an incamparable renowne a- 

1 mongfallmen fo: his dertues and trus balaur, he 
departed this moztall life at Florence, and like a ſoul⸗ 
dier was moſthonourably buried in their Cathedzall 
Church: and in regard that he had in his life been 

a notable defender of their Common wealth. The 
Senate and Citi ons in reward thereof , erected a 

| TT ſtately Tombe and Ponument, with the image ola 


man on hoꝛſebacke, as great as a mighty pillar, fo a 
Monument and teſtimony of his pzowes in warre, 
and his fidelity to them and their ſtate. _ . th 
A great part af his riches and was conner- 
ted into England, where allo his executo26,02 others. 
wiſehis friends at Hunningham Syble where he was 
bozne, erected foz him a tombe o2 Ponument, arched 
ouer, and engraued the likenes of Bawkes in à wood 
flying. This was done in the Pariſh Church by Ro- 
bert Rokeden Senioꝛ, and Robert Rokeden Junioz, 
t Iohn Cooc : and to the memozp ot ſo woꝛthy a man 
they builded and founded a Chauntrp, which with | 
the reft is dillolned. 
Mie was byſomecalled Gyouanno Agutho , by 
ſsme Acutho : foz that the Italians could not well 8 Mi 
pꝛonounce his name in Engtich. J haue read him 
talled in Engliſh Sir John Sharpe, Sir Iohn Acton: 
and Sir Iohn Hawke wood, which was indeed his 
name. 
The Chꝛonicles ot Italy doe make often andhono*

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The Prefaceor Fntroduction. 


T hath euer beene he Id a moſt 
commendable thing to recount 
the Acts of auncient Nobility : 
but much more laudable to reco- 
SY ucr them from the denouring 
iawes of all. eating time, which 
commonly doth (wallow the beſt actions, and ad- 
uentures of elder ages, and retaines onely the me- 
mory of ſuch exploits and aduentures as the later 
age; namely what their Grandfathers haue by 
hand deliuered, and by tradition left to poſte- 
rity. The auncient Brittaines or the IVelſbmen,had 
their Barths or Bardi; as alſo their Druydes, the 
laſt attentiue on their religion and ſacrifices: the 
firft, wholly buſied and reſpectiue about the re- 
cording and repeating, or rather ſinging the ad- 
uentures of their Aunceſtors, deliuering from 
one to another, as it were an exact Chronicle, of 
the moſt notable aduentures of their Nobilitie; 
and haue not onely amongſt them, but the like a- 
mongſt the Galles and Cimbrians (ſrom whom 
the beſt learned ſuppoſe the Byittaines doe pro-

cecd ) beene had in reuerend eſtimation and cte- 
dit: but as concerning the enſuing hiſtorie, u hich 
I purpoſe to write; we need no tradition to helpe 
vs, lince there yct remaines large and ample re- 
cords : both Chronicles and hiſtories printed, 
and written manuicripts which beare teſtimo- 
nie of that which is hereafter deliuered: Records 
in the Towne, and ſeuerall Stories and Regiſters 
belonging to ſuch houſes as were by them buil- 
dcd; or ſuch as they haue new founded: And 
thele remaine in the hands and priuat cuſtody of 


particular men : but what I ſhall here deliuer, I 


haue found both in old written hiſtories, in com- 
mon Chronicles, as alſo out of Reeords remai- 
ning, as I ſaid in the Towre of Zondon : being 
the aduentures of Robert Fitz walter, who liued in 
the daies of King Iohu, and fuffred the variable 
changes of his fortunes, as by that which follow- 


eth ſhallappcare, Whatſoeuer error I ſhall com- 


mit, ſhall not be of purpoſe, but for want of ſut- 
ficient inſtructions, which whoſoeuer can or will 
take paines to correct and amend, I will hold my 
ſelfe exccedingly well pleaſed , and be content 
that firſt I haue aduentured to entreat of them.

5558 but bp a generai conſent, known to diſ- 
tend krom Giſleberr, oz Gilbert Lozd of Clare and 
Tonbridge, and alſo from Waltheof Earle ok Nor- 
thumberland which liued in William the Conquero2s 
time, and Iudith Tounfelle of Huntington who was 
necce to the Conquero2. 

It is notamille to note that our Engliſh nation 
bſed no Durnames till after the conqueſt, but tooke 
names either ofthe Chailttan name ot their parents 
oz ofthe place where they were bozne, oz of ſome o- 
ther accident, as their trade, occupation, oꝛ of ſome 


quality of body oz mind, wherewith th ey were ens 
dowed. 


The lirſt ofthis family of Fitzwalcers that deſcen 
ded from thehouſe of Clare, was Robert Fitz Richard 
being indeed one of the pounger ſonnes of Richard 
Firz-Gilbert Lozd of Clare. This Robert had a ſon

ger oz champion, whereat Ring Tohn was wꝛoth, and 
ſwoze by Gods tooth which was his vſuall oath, that 
he were a king indeed that had ſuch a knight : Some. 
of Roberrs friends enfo2med him and ſaid it is pour 
owne knight Robert Fitz-waltet , and humbly be 
' foughthis pardon, which the king graunted, and ſo 
his lands were reſfozed : and his Caſtle at Loodon 
which was defaccd and taken from him, called Bai- 
nards Caſtle , was with licence of the king repaired 
and redifies,of which Caſtle and the cuſkome belon⸗ 
ging thereunfo, J haue read in a verp auncient wzit- 
ten Booke of the cuſtomes of London, that which 
followeth, which allo is remembzed ow Iohn Stow in 
his Annales.

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rcfoluffon held and maintained, in deſpight of all 
the French, oꝛ any powꝛe they could make: who be. 
ing wearied and outwoꝛne with the terroz of theſe 
warres, (their cate fill waxing wozſe and wozſe) 
ſolicited the Pope, and all the Pꝛinces of Chziſten⸗ 
dome, to be a meanes bnto King Edward of their 
peace, which was at laſt graunted, and the Engliſh 
fozces abated and withdzawne 57. But the chirfett 
could not ſo eaſily be with dzawne from ſuch places, 

as with their\wozds they had:conquered : no2 from 
thoſe hono2s and pꝛeferments, which with crpence 
of their blood , were in rewardek their valour and 
ſerniceginen'vnto them, vntill occaſton pꝛeſented a 


it meanes ok pollicy, wherein the French exceed the 


Englich (as Comineus witneſſeth) as in field oz bat- 
taile the Enaliſh erced the French. 

It happened at the ſame very time, that peter the 
lawfull King of Caſtile, oz Spaine, was expulſed his 
kingdome by his baftard bzother Henry , and in the 
pere I 380. tame to Burdeaux to the blacke Pzince, 
trauing aid and ſucco2 againſt his viurping bzsther. 
This matter was farthercd by the French, who 
were moſt deſirous efhis abſence, well knowing that 
the Englith Captaiaes and ſonldters would follow 


himas the Fiow2s of Chiualrp : andthe honoz and 


_ glozysfhis time. 


Che Pzinceaccepted of Peters requelt, and fozth⸗ 
with obtained licence afhis Father, to tranſ pozt oz 
rather lead his Army into Spaine : where in a maine 
battaile fought at Nazers, Henry the Laſtard was 
efcated,ouercome, his army diſperſed, and 6080; 
flaine,and 200. taken pꝛiſoners, amangſt which the 
Carle ot Deuc and Bertrand Clakyn, were moft er- 
markeable,and men of ſpecial note. By this means 
King Perer was relfozed{, whoſe daughter Cad! heirg 
and bo»

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ther to the blacks Pzince married, and in her right 
intituled and called himſelfe King of Caſtile, Lean, 
and Aragon, which now is cali: Spaine : of which 
matter the Chzonicles make large repoꝛt, and there⸗ 
foze nedlefle to be repeated and new witten: but to 

Amongſt theſe pꝛiſonoꝛs the Earle of Dene, being 
(as J ſaid) the moſt temarkeable and ofchiefeft note 
albeit he was challenged by ſundzy men , whercof 
tome were of the Nobility : vet this tuff and wiſe 
P2ince, who neuer £ſed to ſuffer verfne and valour 


bnrewarded , noz would not fo2 either fauour oz 
keare doe a meane and pziuate ſouldier any wrong, 
Aadiudged the ſaid Earle to be the lawfall pꝛiſoner of 
two valiant Eſquires, Douldiers,and men of wozth 


and reputation, named Robert Hall and Iohn Shaker- 
ley ,, and thereof they obtained his Charter againſt 
all others that pꝛetended claime oz intereũꝭ in him. 
The Earle not willing to go with them into Eng- 
land, made requeſt to be ranſomed, which was grafts 
ted buto him, and the ſun agreed vpon, which he af- 
firmed hee was not able pꝛeſently to pap : Foz that 
thoſe warres had ſo impoueriſhed both himſelf , and 
his countrep, and people that all their monp e gods 
were waſted and conſumed : notwithſtanding her 
would giue vnto them his eldeſt ſonne and heire as a 
pledge, and hoſtage of the perfozmance of ſuch pai- 
ment as h pꝛomiſed, and they were conten ted to 
accept of. Ss remained he ſtill in Spame , and the 
pouth who( as I can gather) was not then abone 8.02 
nine peeres of age came with theſe two Eſquires into 
England, and in ſhoꝛt ſpace hs lea rned the ready pzos 
nouncing of the Engliſh tongue 02 language; and 
like wile pꝛol pere d in all vertacand god quallities, 
that he was ſo well beloued ot his ſaid Gaurdians 03 
maſters, as if he had biene * child: P& =

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the other part behauedhimſelfe honeſtly, louingiy 
and molt kindip towards them, wt'h luch kaith and 


fidelity in their manitold trobles, which koꝛ his cauſe 


they ſuſtaincdas was maſt admirablo, an d hereafter 


hall be detlared. Mis vnkind Father neither regar⸗ 


d ng his pꝛomis, his cath,no2 his bonds; noz hauing 
any tare £2 kather⸗like affection to his ingaged 
tonne, neuer ſent the ranſome, noꝛ any part thereof, 


but moſt vnns turally left him in their hands, at the. 


will ol his two maſters, where J will teaue him, and 
returne to h ing Edward. 1 | 
The black Pꝛince the comfozt of his Father, and 
top of England, ſhoztly after this, departed this life, 
The good King his Father not able to ſuſtaine the 
barthen of ſo great ſozrew, liued not long after, 


by:tleft the fon of Pzince Edward his Nephewto ſuc⸗ 
ceedhiminhis Bingdomes and Crownes, by the 


name of Ring Richard the ſecond. Jn whith ſpace, 
King Peter ofSpaine was alſo ſtaine by his bꝛother, 


and dignity. 
John of Gaunt Duke of Eancaſter, Eatle of Dar- 
by, cc. aſter the death of Ring Peter, called himſclfe. 
(in tight of Beatrjx his wife) Ring of Caſtile, Leon, x 
Aragon, andobtained licence of the Ring to tranſ- 
poꝛt an Army at his ownep2oper charge into Spain 
fo2 the reconery of his Bingdome. And foꝛ that pur- 
poſe made great and long pzouifien. And kno win

well that the Earle of Deane was in the handsef 
Hall, and Shake:ley ſolicited them to haus him: but 


they vtterly refuſed to part with him, without rea⸗ 
dy payment of the moner fo; his ranſome: Wheren- 


_ behalf.The kingpzetending 5 his purpoſe was to 
make a matriage betweene the ſaid Earle: and his 
Aer, a gallant L adp, and rich widow, late wi 


and the baffard Henry again, repoſſeſſed the Crown, 


pon he beſonght the Ning to deale with demon hie

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Peter Cortney: But this deuiſe, no; nothing elte pꝛo⸗ 
vailed to ob aint the Dukes , purpoſe: ſo that thep 
were both comitted to the Tower of London, from 
whence (3 know not by what mcanes) they eſcaped: 
and after fo2 their further ſafetp, they betooke them⸗ 
ſelues to the Sanctuarp at Weſtminſter, 4 enrolled 
themſelucs and their gods in the pꝛotection and pꝛi⸗ 
tiiledge cfthat piace: which was at that time ſo 
ſtrong and lo reuerend, as it was not thought that a- 
np man how cricll , 62 tirannons ſo euer durſt once 
infringe, vislate, oz bꝛeake it. 

The Duke hauing ffaid ſo long in making pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion foꝛ his ioꝛnep. that dincrs of his chiefeſt Fol 
lo wers grew weary of their charges and expentes, 
an d knowing that the matter of this Carle bꝛed his 


dilcontent, and was a ſpeciall let and hinderance to 


his further pzo:eedings, determined to ſet aſide all 
religion and conſcience, and make hꝛeath of the ſanc⸗ 
tuarp, he wholp ſoeuer, and fake from them their 
pꝛiſoner, o baing them back to the Tower: where⸗ 
upon fiftp 02 ſixty choſen men were armed, and ſe⸗ 
c:etly placed to bꝛeak into the Abbap at ſcruite time 
and it no perſwaſious cou d pꝛenaile, then with vis. 
lence to ſet vpon them. The chiefcit of theſe were 
Raph de Ferres, the L ozd Latimer, Alan Buxhull, and 
others, who at that tims of Palle gat info the 


Church, and by craft dꝛew Shakerley fozth ofthe li- 


vertpes of the Danctuary ,by a poſterne, oz ſmall 
doꝛe, leading to the Ducens bzidge th2oughthe old 
Pallate. But as fo2 Hall when they ſaw they could 
not intreat noꝛʒ perſwade him, they began to bend 
their weapons toward him: but hee hauing a ſhozt 
ſwoꝛd dꝛeis it, and valiantly defended their aſſaults, 
tour ſing about the Abbey, yet found no teſcue, o 
helpe, but a company of Monkes and Pꝛieſts, naked 
as ii were, nd bnarmed, who cryed. to God. os

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bengeance of this hozrible ſacritiedge. J haue been 
ſhewed a greatnofch which remains in amartle pil- 
- ler. repoʒted to bee niade with a blow which one of 
them ſtroohk at him, and pet miſt him, Alſo the ſtones 
where he was fir it deadly wounded, retaine pet (as 
is ſaid) his biod „Who ther it beſo oz bee the — 
colour of the Tone,lct jBhiloſophers diſpute, hes kee⸗ 
ling him eite ſe wounde d, ran vp to the high Altar, 
where the {339 Patoſts ſtood amazed at this death- 
kullaccident. One of the Lay bzetheren a ſeruant 
ol the houſe, cppoſing himſelle foꝛ reſtue was ſtaine, 
as allo Hall himſeife. The murderers mads away 
and fled. 

This being perkszmed, and they not hing the nte⸗ 
rer foz tueir purpoſe of the Carle of De ane, it folle w 
ed that the Church was ſuſpended, the diuine (crut- 
ces ccaſed: the Quiriffers, Choziſtg, bells, and Dz- 
gans vecrame mute: the Church dores were dammed 
and inut ed vp with thoꝛnes and buſhes, at leaf ſixty 
zeate (as Jhanc read) And the Authozs and doers 
Chercct curſed with Well, Booke, and Candle: fog 
they were all well knowne,this wasnot onely don 
in London, but in euery Cathedzall Church and pa- 
riſh Church throughout all England and Wales. 
This ſeuere tenſure of the Church, this curſe oz ban 
was denounced ; uepther did the Duke himſelfe el 
Cape it, although he faine would haue ercuſed it, as 
neither knowmg ok it, noꝛ conſenting to it: but bee 
pꝛeuapled not, and was alſo ꝓuniſhed by this hea- 
up curſe. This continued foz theſpace of certaine 
'weekes,in which time the Ring ſo wzought with-the 
Duke, that hee fell to compoſition with Shakerley: 
who for the (ome of fine hundred markes of pꝛeſent 
money, anda hundzed markes by the peere, was 
contented to art with his pziſoner. Alſo that the 
Duke athis ownecharges onldbuiba Chantrey, 
ang 
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\ 
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end find fine pꝛieſts fozeuer to ſing koz the ſoule of 
Roberr Hall, The money.being patd, and ſeturitp 
put in foz perfozmance of the reit, the Church, the 
Bells and Church oꝛnaments, were new hallowed, 


the ſergices againe retozed: But that which was 


mos to beadmirev, was, that when the pꝛilor er, oz 
Carle was demaunded, he deliuered his Yage, wha = 
they all knew in all his troubles had molt faithfully 
lerued him and his companion. All ſozts of people 
Won dzing at the gzeat fidelitp ofthis lraunger, who 


aͤlbeit her weil knew that hee was ſought fo2 his pꝛe- 


kerment, that his Father was dead: pet detelting 
the bnkiadneſſe okhie father and friends, choſe ra- 
ther to be pertaker ofhis maſters troubles, than to 
falſifte the faith,cath,and pꝛomis which he had made 
vnto them. A moſt rare and memozable example, 
Hall Ipeth buried in the Abbey at Weſtminkter, 
not far from Chanſers Tombe, vnder a faire monu⸗ 
ment ofa fiat Marble ſtone, with his image of bzaſſo 
in his armour: and about the lame certaine ver⸗ 
ſes in Lattin, which (though much defaced with trea⸗ 


ding, and necre wozne out, may be found in a booke 


called the Ren alnes of a greater Worke. ſet foozth by 
Pr. Camden, al. Clareceaulx Bing at Armes. 
The Duke of Lancaſter with a great Pow2e 
went into Spaine, where after lundzy victoꝛies, and 
variable foztunes, a great ſickneſſe attached his peo- 
ple: by meanes whereof his lucteſſe was net anſwe- + 


rable to his expettation, noꝛ the height of his minde, - 


whereby he ptelded to a compoſition with Henry the 
Ring, and received of him eight Charriots, laden 
with Gold and Siluer: and 2 peerely tribute of 4 
thouſand Parkes: with theſe conditions he depar-, 
ted out of Spaine, and returned inte England: 
dyed, and lyeth burped in Paules, with his wife and 


aughter of King Peter, whole file and titles of 
Daughter of King Peter, wh — 
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Monour and Dignitp, wers witten and tet vppe 
by it, at the coſt and charges of ene matter Ra- 
bert Hare, late one of the Councell ta 
Aueene Mary, and late Treaſurer, 
and witer of the Exche⸗ 
quer Nolles.
